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ROSS KIDNAP KILLER FACES SPEEDY TRIAL, ELECTRIC CHAIR 


JURY BLAMES 
ANDERS FOR 
2 DEATHS 

'Most Dangerous' Man 
Described By Hoover 

ST. PAUL. UP)—A speedy re¬ 
moval to Chicago, a quick trial, 
and death in the electric chair for 
the kidnap-slaying of Charles S. 
Ross was the program marked out 
today for Peter Anders, the one¬ 
time lumberjack who hoped to ex¬ 
ecute the "perfect crime." 

Anders was held under heavy 
guard at the offices of the fed¬ 
eral bureau of investigation after 
an eventful week in which he 
helped unfold the details of kid- 
napings, slayings and bank rob¬ 
beries. 

The slaying victims were Ross, 
the abducted Chicago manufac¬ 
turer, and James Atwood Gray, 
Anders’ associate in crime. Fed¬ 
eral agents forged one of the im¬ 
portant links in the chain of evi¬ 
dence against Anders when the 
bodies were recoverd from a cave 
in the northern Wisconsin woods. 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
FBI, said Anders would face kid- 
nap-murder charges under the 
Lindbergh kidnaping law. He did 
not indicate when the prisoner 
would be taken to Chicago. 

ANDERS ‘DANGEROUS’ 



200 Stitches Save Her Life

SKRIBBLES LONG CAMPAIGN 


Hoover characterized the for¬ 
mer logger as “the most danger¬ 
ous man we ever met up with.” 
And this despite a vain effort to 
locate Anders in the nation’s po¬ 
lice records. 

Arrested at an Arcadia, Calif., 
race track Jan. 14, Anders was 
formally named as the slayer of 
Ross and Gray by a Spooner, Wis., 
coroner's jury last night. The ver¬ 
dict was rendered after two fed¬ 
eral agents testified the bodies 
were found in a cave near Spoon¬ 
er. An examination of Ross’ body 
disclosed a fractured skull. Gray 
had been slain with a shotgun dur¬ 
ing a quarrel over the ransom 
loot. 

Hoover said the “stolid and non¬ 
chalant” Anders showed no re¬ 
morse when he saw the bodies. 
The burial place, constructed of 
pine planks, indicated Anders 
might have prepared it as a per¬ 
manent vault for the disposal of 
his victims; that he intended "to 
go into the kidnaping business," 
Hoover added. 

DESCRIBES DUGOUT 

The dugout in which Ross was 
kept for two weeks near Emily, 
Minn., was six feet long, four feet 
wide and four feet high. It was 
roofed, flush with the earth, and 
covered with brush. 

"The hideout was a terrible place 
into which to force an aged man,” 
the federal chief said. "It was 
impossible for Ross to stand in the 
dugout and he must have suffered 
greatly. It must have been almost 
like a living tomb for him. Only a 
killer with a brutal nature would 
have planned such a place. 

"There were newspapers, tin 
cans, scraps of food, and a jar of 
chest salve lying about. The dug- 
out was level with the ground and 
we probably wouldn’t have found 
it if we had searched for months.” 

FIND HIDEOUT 

The prisoner himself led federal 
agents to the secluded Minnesota 
dugout and the Wisconsin cave. 
Near the hideout he uncovered 
$30,000 of the $50,000 ransom 
money, cached in a typewriter 
case. He had taken the $20,000 
balance, which was originally in¬ 
tended to be Gray’s share, when 
he left the vicinity last October. 

Anders was "a man of many 
moods,” whose criminal activities 
extended over wide sections of the 
nation, Hoover said. 

“Anger and peace charged 
through him intermittently,” the 
federal chief said. “He told us he 
hoped to commit the perfect crime 
in the Ross kidnaping, and thought 
he could thwart us. 

"He is a youngish looking man, 
and I think he looks less than 30 
years of age. He said his hair 
had been curled with an iron. He 
has a keen and cunning face, and 
is strong, with a powerful build." 

EXECUTIONER OFFERS 
FREE SERVICE 

CHICAGO. UP )—The federal gov¬ 
ernment will get free service from 
Sheriff John Toman in the event 
Peter Anders is sentenced to death 
in Cook county for the kidnap- 
slaying of Charles S. Ross. 

Sheriff Toman, who has been 
in charge of many executions, said: 

"I won’t charge the government 
a nickel. And we do the job 
faster than any other state in the 
union. Since we’ve eliminated 
straps and buckles on the electric 
chair a condemned man can be 
fastened in four and one-half-sec¬ 
onds— almost before he knows it. 

“I’m always glad to be of help.” 


ONLY TWO KIDNAP 
CASES UNSOLVED 

ST. PAUL. UP)—The capture of 
Peter Anders in the abduction of 
Charles S. Ross left unsolved only 
two of 114 kidnapings committed 
since the passage of the federal 
kidnaping statute in June, 1932. 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
federal bureau of investigation, 
said only the Matson and Fried 
cases, in Tacoma, Wash., and New 
York City, respectively, awaited 
solution. 

The FBI drive against criminals 
in the “snatch” racket, Hoover 
said, has resulted in the conviction 
of 255 persons and imposition of 
sentences totaling 3217 years, eight 
months and three days.

Shek regime but will never deal 
with it.” 

He said the government was 
taking every measure to destroy 
the national Chinese government 
and was aiding the provisional 
government established under 
Japanese inspiration at conquered 
Peiping. 

Such aid, he explained, did not 
infringe the sovereignty or terri¬ 
torial integrity of China. 

Finance Minister Okinobu Kaya 
reported that, because of the war, 
it was necessary to raise vast 
amounts of money, partly by in¬ 
creased taxes and principally 
through bond issues. 

The regular budget of 2,867,000,- 
000 yen ($682,760,000) was to be 
supplemented with a special budget 
for war expenses, Kaya revealed. 
Anticipating a rise in commody 
prices, he announced maximums 
would be fixed, and detailed plans 
for a managed economy. 

The ministers expressed gratifi¬ 
cation for friendly understanding 
by the United States and Britain, 
permitting peaceful settlement of 
incidents such as sinking of the 
American gunboat Panay; reem¬ 
phasized Japan's regret for such 
incidents, and renewed assurances 
every effort was being made to 
avoid injury to third powers. 

It was for the premier alone, 
however to deal with the broad 
and basic aims for the future. 

While Japan was ready to re¬ 
spect the territorial integrity and 
sovereignty of China, and the 
legitimate rights and interests of 
third powers there, Prince Konoye 
said, the Japanese government did 
hope for a new and cooperative 
Chinese regime. 

He emphasized throughout his 
address a need for the closest eco¬ 
nomic cooperation by China, Japan 
and her protectorate, Manchoukuo, 
otherwise assuming they already 
constituted a single Asiatic bloc. 

This basic principle in the field 
of industry, Prince Konoye said, 
must be to increase the nation’s 
productive power under one, com¬ 
prehensive scheme covering China, 
Japan and Manchoukuo. 

Foreign Minister Hirota for the 
first time revealed peace terms of¬ 
fered through Germany to China, 
and which Chiang Kai-Shek re¬ 
fused. 

This program, he said, was: 

"First, China should abandon 
her pro-communist, anti-Japanese, 
anti-Manchoukuo policies to col¬ 
laborate with Japan and Man¬ 
choukuo in their anti-commlntem 
policy. 

"Secondly, establishment of de¬ 
militarized zones in necessary lo¬ 
calities and a special regime for 
said localities. 

"Thirdly, conclusion of an eco¬ 
nomic agreement among Japan, 
China and Manchoukuo. 

"Fourthly, China to pay Japan 
necessary indemnities.” 

Hirota said Chiang did not re¬ 
ply in any sincere manner, there¬ 
fore the Japanese government no 
longer would deal with him. 

FDR TO ASK 
LARGER NAVY 

WASHINGTON. UP) — House 
leaders said today President 
Roosevelt probably would send to 
congress Monday his proposed 
message asking authorization for 
a larger navy. 

They said they expected it to 
call for legislation to authorize 
construction of all types of war¬ 
ships in excess of the present 
statutory limitation which were 
based on the now defunct 1930 
London treaty. 

House approval of a $553,000,000 
appropriation for the navy left 
the way clear for the message. 
Mr. Roosevelt had deferred send¬ 
ing it to congress pending house 
action on the naval appropriation. 

New Egyptian 
Tomb Discovered 

CAIRO. UP )—The tomb of a sec¬ 
ond dynasty noble, sealed since 
funeral rites 5100 years ago, was 
reported today to have been found 
by W. B. Emery. 

The English Egyptologist, who 
only two weeks ago unearthed 
what may be the true tomb of 
Menes, the first Pharoah, made 
his latest discovery at Sakkara 
while seeking graves of Menes’ 
servants.

BURNS BABY

element of an electric heater. 
USED FOR YEARS 

Dr. Zaiser said the hospital has 
been using six similar devices for 
24 years. 

"Yes, there are some covered 
inhalators on the market that 
make it impossible for a sheet to 
come in contact with the ele¬ 
ment,” Dr. Zaiser responded to 
questions by Blodget. "We have 
no such equipment, however. No, 
I’ve never asked the supervisors 
for it,” the hospital head replied 
as Blodget continued the question¬ 
ing. 

The inhalator, Dr. Zaiser ex¬ 
plained, ordinarily is placed about 
two feet from the crib, and a 
sheet is hung over the bed and 
draped over the heater to keep 
the benzoin vapor confined within 
the "tent.” 

CHILD RESTLESS 

Though he estimated the top of 
the tent is four and one-half feet 
above the mattress, Dr. Zaiser in¬ 
dicated the child, which he said 
had been restless since being 
brought into the hospital earlier 
in the day, might have reached 
the framework and pulled it down. 

As a precaution against undue 
restlessness, the baby was given 
a sedative at 12:15 p. m., he tes¬ 
tified. 

Last nurse to visit the room be¬ 
fore the fire broke out was Eliza¬ 
beth Hassell, a nurse, who said she 
left at 4:58 p. m. It was approx¬ 
imately 35 minutes later when an¬ 
other nurse, Miss Ruth Curti, 
heard the baby's pained shriek 
just after she came on duty. 

BED IN FLAMES 

The tent and bed clothes were 
in flames when she got to the 
room and grabbed the infant, Miss 
Curti testified. 

In giving her autopsy report, 
Dr. Tock said the combination of 
pneumonia and persistent thymus 
gland almost always is fatal, and 
that any shock Is likely to kill a 
thymus gland sufferer almost in¬ 
stantly. “It is very doubtful," she 
said, "whether the burns alone 
could have caused death.” All 
burns were first and second de¬ 
gree, she testified. 

The infant’s mother and father 
were called to the stand for brief 
testimony, as were Olive Hender¬ 
son, nurse who took Ramon in the 
contagious department, and Rob¬ 
ert Bunch, farm foreman at the 
hospital who arrived just after the 
fire had been put out and turned 
off the still-glowing electric ele¬ 
ment. 


HUNTERS SLAY 
12 BUFFALO 

CAMERON, Ariz. UP)—Buffalo 
hunting with “all the comforts of 
home” lured 12 Arizona hunters 
to remote House Rock valley in 
northern Arizona today. 

There each killed one of the 
great shaggy beasts under the su¬ 
pervision of the state game de¬ 
partment. 

Hunters—10 men and two wom¬ 
en—went by automobile to House 
Rock valley, where quietly grazed 
157 buffalo, the only remaining 
unfenced herd in the United 
States. 

The hunt was conducted in vivid 
contrast to the manner in which 
buffalo were slain by the throu- 
sands when legions of the beasts 
roamed the Western plans in early 
days. 

Cowboys drove out a buffalo. 
The hunters rode to within shoot¬ 
ing distance, dismounted and fired 
until the animal was dead.

Courts Asked to Decide 
Idaho Ballyhoo Tax Fight 


BOISE, Idaho. UP) — "Anyone 
want to buy Idaho potatoes, 
prunes, apples, onions? . . 

The state government is asking 
the question. The legislature last 
May 6 created a tax to ballyhoo 
Idaho's farm products. 

Legal maneuverings of late have 
kept the agricultural advertising 
commission silent. A hearing on 
whether the state can spend 
money on advertising is set for 
Feb. 4 in federal court. 

A $30,000 appropriation and 
legislative authority to collect a 
1-cen-per hundredweight excise 
tax on potatoes, onions, prunes 
and apples marketed in Idaho pro¬ 
vided funds for a nationwide pub¬ 
licity program until litigation cut 
off financial support. 

Although the board of eight has 
been stifled while the courts test 
the constitutionality of the act- 
similar to Florida and Washington 
laws State Agricultural Commis¬ 
sioner Guy Graham thinks It has 
its good effects even during its 
short activity. 


“Dealers have informed us,” said 
Graham, who is head of the com¬ 
mission that administers the act, 
"that they have had the widest 
distribution of sales in nistory and 
have received orders from centers 
where they never before Have had 
inquiries." 

Sponsors of the measure pre¬ 
dicted the 1-cent tax would raise 
approximately $125,000 annually. 

The commission budgeted its re¬ 
ceipts this way: 

Newspaper advertising, 75 per 
cent; radio advertising, 9 per cent; 
store display material, 6 per cent; 
recipe folders, 2 per cent; mis¬ 
cellaneous, 8 per cent. 

The law assesses the tax against 
the grower, collectible by the 
dealer. Three different suits — 
with none of them yet before the 
state supreme court — challenged 
the act's validity, contending that 
it is discriminatory and that if it 
is allowed on the statute books 
other laws will be passed imposing 
levies on other products. 


FILIBUSTER 
MAY END SOON 

WASHINGTON. Important 
Legislation began piling up today 
on the senate calendar, increasing 
the urgent desire of administration 
leaders to end the time-consuming 
filibuster against the anti-lynching 
hill. 

Southern senators who have 
been talking for 14 days to pre¬ 
vent the anti-lynching measure 
from coming to a vote predicted 
the necessity of getting on to oth¬ 
er business would result in shelv¬ 
ing of the bill next week. 

They called a caucus to decide 
on strategy in seeking to pigeon¬ 
hole the measure. 

Two major measures- the $553.- 
000,000 navy appropriations hill 
and the housing conference report 
—were approved in the house and 
j sent to the senate yesterday. 

The housing report, adjusting 
j differences between senate and 
; house bills, may come before the 
1 senate Monday. 

U. S. BUSINESS 
LOOKS BETTER 

WASHINGTON. UP) — Federal 
and private economists alike, in-1 
formed persons said today, have [ 
reported to the White House that 
the business outlook has improved 
substantially in the last month. 

Recovery has not yet been re¬ 
sumed, most of the economists 
agreed, but the chart of business 
health is smoothing out in signifi¬ 
cant fashion. 

Just when the line will turn up¬ 
ward with some assurance of I 
maintaining that direction cannot 
be determined now, they added. 

One expert called an important 
"straw in the wind” increased em¬ 
ployment in the textile and shoe 
industries. The textile increase 
was contrary to seasonal expecta¬ 
tions and the shoe boost was more 
than seasonal. This expert said 
these increases were more im¬ 
portant for forecasting than the 
decreases in many other industries. 


NEW FRANCE 
REGIME OPENS 

PARIS. (JP) —The radical social¬ 
ist government of Premier Camille 
Chautemps, backed by overwhelm¬ 
ing support in the chamber of dep¬ 
uties. began work today on meas¬ 
ures designed to translate its pol¬ 
icies into law. 

The first of several bills along 
this line will he submitted to com¬ 
mittees for study when the cham¬ 
ber reconvenes next Tuesday. 

The chamber gave Chautemps’ 
government its first pledge of con¬ 
fidence by a vote of 501 to 1 after 
the premier announced a drastic 
reorganization of France's na¬ 
tional defenses, putting them on 
virtually a wartime footing, and 
pledged his government to defend 
the franc and carry out the peo¬ 
ple’s front program of social re¬ 
form.

MOTION TO 
OUST JUDGE 
COLLAPSES 

Hayden Will Set 
Date for Trial 

A five-word sentence by Supe¬ 
rior Judge G. K. Scovel, almost 
hidden behind a tall stack of law 
books, today had put the Ana¬ 
heim frozen-fruit case back on the 
legal merry-go-round. 

"The writ," said Judge Scovel, 
"will be discharged.” 

Thus he dismissed an attempt 
by S. B. Kaufman and W. P. 
Webb, defense attorneys, to pro¬ 
hibit Justice D. T. Hayden of Tus- 
tin from hearing the second trial 
of Edward Mills, Anaheim fruit 
mogul, on charges of shipping 
frost-bitten oranges last year. 

Bulwarked by pretty brunette 
Alberta Belford, deputy of Atty. 
Gen. U. S. Webb, Deputy Dist. 
Atty. Harold McCabe won out in 
a barrage of citations and legal 
phrases yesterday afternoon. 

Justice Hayden, appointed by 
the judicial council to hear Mills’ 
second trial, will meet with the 
warring attorneys Wednesday to 
set the case for trial. Justice 
Charles Kuchei, in whose court the 
first trial ran three weeks before 
a Jury disagred, six to six, dis¬ 
qualified himself after a blast by 
McCabe at Assemblyman Thomas 
Kuchei, the justice's nephew, who 
assertedly acted as Mills’ attorney 
and attempted to influence state 
inspectors to be lenient with frost¬ 
ed oranges. 

“Judge Kuchei,” said Judge 
Scovel in his ruling, "acted with¬ 
in his authority and power to dis¬ 
qualify himself . . . Isn’t it an in¬ 
herent power in every court to 
disqualify itself?" 

Kaufman and Webb, who bat¬ 
tled tooth and nail with McCabe 
and Mrs. Belford in the hectic 
first trial, had asked a writ of 
prohibition against Justice Hay¬ 
den on grounds they were not 
given proper notice and that the 
motion for disqualification of the 
I court was improper because it 
was made on behalf of the people 
and not the defendant. 

I Called to the witness stand to 
testify in connection with a dock- 
! ct entry which read “motion for 
' disqualification and change of 
venue granted." Justice Kuchei 
was asked hy Webb: 

"Did you disqualify yourself on 
your own or the people's motion?” 

"After reading the motion of 
the district attorney," said the 
veteran justice of the peace, "I 
used my best judgment and dis¬ 
qualified myself.” 

Codes of civil procedure, penal 
codes, copies of the constitution 
and appellate reports covered the 
counsel table and the Judge’s 
bench as the writ was argued for 
an hour and a half. 

The charge, a misdemeanor un¬ 
der the state agricultural code, 
was brought after last winter's 
freeze had caused friction between 
some growers and state and county 
inspectors, producing several spec¬ 
tacular court battles. Mills' Cen¬ 
tral Orange County exchange was 
[ousted from the California Fruit 
| Growers exchange last month as 
an indirect result, on accusations 
of "flagrant violations of market¬ 
ing contracts.” 

Western Fruit Growers, origi¬ 
nally a defendant in the complaint, 

! pleaded guilty when Mills began 
his last court maneuver, and will 
hear judgment pronounced by Jus¬ 
tice Hayden later.

BRIDGE BIDS 
TO BE CALLED 
FOR SOON 

Bids will be called for “very 
shortly” for construction of a new 
bridge across Santiago creek, to 
replace the narrow and outmoded 
Glassell street structure, State 
District Bridge Engineer Don 
Warren anrounced last night. 

Warren was one of five state 
engineers who addressed the meet¬ 
ing of the Orange County Engi¬ 
neer's club at the Green Cat cafe. 

No estimate was made of the 
probable cost, although local engi¬ 
neers today said it would be ap¬ 
proximately $35,000. Funds for 
construction of a similar bridge 
at Tustin avenue already are in 
the state biennial highway budget. 

Orange county’s anticipation of 
cutting a generous slice from a 
$50,000,000 highway melon to be 
divided among portions of Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino, Ventura 
and Orange counties in the Los 
Angeles metropolitan area went 
glimmering at the same time. 

District Office Engineer A. D. 
Griffin explained the $50,000,000 
project, announced earlier this 
week, was not a new program, but 
the regular state biennial pro¬ 
gram. It includes, he said, state 
gas tax funds, anticipated reve¬ 
nues for the two-year period, and 
anticipated Federal aid. No inti¬ 
mation was given as to what por¬ 
tion of the work under the plan 
would be done in this county. 

Approximately 90 members of 
the club heard the five engineers 
outline highway problems in the 
state. City Engineer R. L. Patter¬ 
son of Newport Beach presided, 
with E. N. Whittemore as pro¬ 
gram chairman. 

Supervising Right of Way Agent 
Frank C. Balfour discussed what 
he termed a "right of way racket” 
that is growing up throughout the 
state.

E. T. Scott, district maintenance 
engireer, told the engineers of 
plans for future highway construc¬ 
tion in the county, which call for 
widening of traffic lanes to 11 
feet, with a four-foot dividing 
strip in the center. The plans, he 
said, engineers hope will reduce 
highway traffic accidents by 50 
per cent. 

District Construction Engineer 
A. N. George discussed problems 
of his office. Mayor Fred C. 
Rowland of Santa Ana welcomed 
the five men.

'LOW WAGE IN 
EAST LOWERS 
SCALE HERE’ 

Orange county farmers recog¬ 
nize the beneficial effect of high 
wage scales for agricultural work¬ 
ers and are not opposed to collec¬ 
tive bargaining by their employes, 
Belton B. Browning of Tustin told 
members of the League of Wom¬ 
en Voters at Willard Junior High 
school yesterday afternoon. 

California farmers, however, 
must meet unfair competition with 
other states in their effort to 
maintain a high wage standard. 
Browning, who is a director of 
the Orange County Associated 
Farmers, said. The average Cali¬ 
fornia ranch worker receives ap¬ 
proximately $3.10 daily, yet ranch 
products of this state must com¬ 
pete on the open market with 
those of Florida and Texas, for 
example, whose workers are paid 
$1.25 and $1.40, respectively, he 
explained. 

Citing one particular group of 
orange pickers in the county last 
year as receiving typical of wages, 
Browning said the most efficient 
worker obtained $534 doing 106 
days toil; the lowest paid employe, 
$428 for 104 days’ employment. 
The former’s compensation was 
subdivided by Browning as fol¬ 
lows: wages, $397; bonus, $40, 
and monthly pay, $97. The lat¬ 
ter’s income amounted to $325 in 
wages. $26 in bonuses and $77 
total monthly pay. 

Any skepticism the Orange 
county farmer may have on the 
subject of collective bargaining 
harks back to occurrences of the 
past with labor unions in Impe¬ 
rial. Salinas and other farming 
sections, Browning told the wom¬ 
en, pointing out the activities of 
certain unscrupulous organizers in 
those regions. 

"At Salinas a farmer found 
himself in serious difficulties with 
one union because he had previ¬ 
ously made agreements with an¬ 
other labor group,” Browning ex¬ 
plained. "Again, Orange county 
farmers fear they will not be per¬ 
mitted to drive their own trucks 
as has been the case in San Fran¬ 
cisco and Stockton.” 

Browning denied the Associated 
Farmers are a secret organization, 
at the close of his talk, when 
asked by a woman, "why don’t 
the Associated Farmers hold their 
meetings in the open?” 

"You have been misinformed,” 
Browning responded. “They hold 
public meetings very frequently. 
The directors’ meetings are not se¬ 
cret, either; although they are not 
open to the public. Anyone in¬ 
terested may sit in on these ses¬ 
sions, however. 

"Four years ago, when the or¬ 
ganization was being started, it 
was secret, as they didn’t know 
at that time where they stood, 
but for the past two years there 
has been no secrecy about the per¬ 
sonnel, membership or meetings,” 
Browning concluded.

Other impurities, like mineral 
salts, are taken care of by first 
evaporating water from the 
sugar solution, thus super-sat¬ 
urating the solution, then grad¬ 
ually crystallizing it according 
to a carefully regulated grain. 
The whole hatch next is put in 
a speedily-whirling machine, and 
centrifugal force pulls the 
“mother liquor” (mostly mo¬ 
lasses) away, leaving the crys¬ 
tallized sugar.

Only about 40 per cent of the 
sugar in solution will crystallize; 
the other 60 per cent, no matter 
how much water is drained off, 
will stay mixed with mineral im¬ 
purities. Because of the potential 
waste thus caused, sugar chemists 
invented another process to re¬ 
cover sugar from this “mother 
liquor.” 

* * * 

It goes like this: Sugar is 
chemically compounded with 
lime, leaving only mineral im¬ 
purities in solution. Then the 
compound is broken down again 
into lime and sugar, the lime 
settled out, leaving just 100 per 
cent pure sugar in solution. It's 
reintroduced with the beet juice, 
goes through the process again. 
The next residue: A very limit¬ 
ed amount of molasses, which in 
Holly’s case is sold to General 
Foods’ yeast plant in Oakland. 

• • • 

Only other “waste” is beet pulp, 
and after sugar’s been squeezed 
out, the pulp is mixed with mo¬ 
lasses, sold as cattle-feed. The 
combination goes principally to 
dairies, who find it helps milk 
production. 

• f 

About 90 per cent of the sugar 
in each beet is taken out, the rest 
left in the pulp, because it would 
cost too much to force the osmosis 
process any fartner.

Cossetts are cut V-shaped so 
as much area as possible will he 
exposed for the osmosis process 
that follows. It works on the old 
chemical principle of osmotic 
pressure: That a solution of high 
osmotic pressure (like sugar 
within the beet cells) will diffuse 
through cell walls with a solu¬ 
tion of less osmotic pressure 
(water, in this case) until the 
two are equal.

It's done by putting the cossetts 
into a battery of 14 cells (each of 
which holds four and a half tons), 
then running water into one cell, 
through the whole battery, and 
out after it's been through the 
fourteenth cell. Sugar in solution 
diffuses with the water as it goes, 
and water finally drained out of 
the battery and into a set of five 
evaporators is about 14 per cent 
sugar. 

... 

S|teed of the osmosis process 
is regulated by thermostatically 
controlled heat, the sugar dif¬ 
fusing more rapidly when water 
is close to boiling. For ordinary 
beet runs, water is kept at from 
78 to 85 degrees, while high¬ 
speed runs carry 98-degrcc 
water.

!esus was told of the circumstances; 
ie understood the conditions and met 
heir faith.

Yes, 
Tcsus lifted her up and with her, those 
others who were interested in her. 


(ON THIS WEEK’S CHURCH SCHOOL LESSON) 

By Glenn L. Thorne 


The presence of Jesus will prove a blessing to every home where He is bid 
to enter. What rest and peace and health came to Peter's home, when (he Master 
entered, and extended a helping hand. That is what the strong Christian must do 
to the weaker one—land a hand; help lift someone. And In the words of Henry 
Van Dyke: 

I read within a poet’s book, a word that starred the page, 

“Stone walls do not a prison make, nor Iron bars a cage.” 

Yes, that Is true and something more: You’ll find where’er you roam, 

That marble floors and gilded walls can never make a home. 

But every house where love abides, and Jesus Is a guest, 

Is surely home, yes home, sweet home; for there Is peace and rest. 


Never pushing anyone down. He is 
always ready to uplift the individual 
who needs His help, and will let Him. 
Many are always ready to stand by 
and say merely with their lips (not 
hearts) “I feel so sorry for you,” or "I 
told you so” but here is One who is 
always ready to uplift and be a real 
help. From personal experience I have 
learned that in times of trouble there 
are four kinds of people. The curiosity- 
ites; the don’t care-ers; those who will 
come in asking if there is anything they 
can do to help (when if given some¬ 
thing to do, would wish they’d never 
asked)—and the Christ-ians who will, 
unasked, enter and help lift the load! 

But notice that when Jesus raised 
this good woman up, and healed her, 
it was not simply to relieve her of dis¬ 
comfort and make her feel good—for 
she then served. Of course she ap¬ 
preciated the health and better feeling, 
but she did more than merely enjoy 
this, she served now that she was able 


to do so. Note, too, that Jesus was 
the objective of her serving. We might 
also draw the lesson here that a service 
in the home was just as much a Chris¬ 
tian service as though it were in the 
synagogue. 

The physical side of life is a great 
reality and of importance to everyone. 
The relation between the physical body 
and life are such that the one is de¬ 
pendent upon the other. This depend¬ 
ence so exists and influences each of 
us that the care of the body is of no 
small importance. It is no wonder that 
Paul wrote, "Beloved, I wish all things 
that thou mayest prosper and be in 
health . . .’’ Christianity concerns itself 
about the physical health. This does 
not hold the first place, but because it 
so affects the higher values it has its 
great value. One cannot read the Gos¬ 
pels seriously without recognizing 
Christ’s interest in the physical condi¬ 
tions. When He was here upon earth, 
He did very much for the bodies of men. 


And today Christianity still offers much 
for the physical side of life. Jesus was 
interested in every angle of our lives. 
The Christian way of life is conducive 
to the health of the body. It i« true 
that Christians often are in poor health, 
but this is not because they are Chris¬ 
tians. Many might be worse if they 
were not His followers, and others 
might be better, even well, if they bub 
appropriated the help Christianity of¬ 
fers to them. 

But If we are to be followers of Him, 
let us note that the Christian's obliga¬ 
tion is not alone for the care of our 
bodies. We have an obligation to be 
helpful to others and minister to their 
physical as well as their spiritual needs, 
to visit tha sick and needy and minister 
in their behalf as we are able. This 
ministry will often open the way to the 
larger spiritual helpfulness. If we were 
more helpful along these physical and 
temporal lines the world would perhaps 
more largely believe in our Christianity 
and our door of effective spiritual serv¬ 
ice would be enlarged. A careful study 
of the things Jesus did might bring to 
us somewhat of a surprise when we dis¬ 
covered how much of this kind of work 
He did. Have we not been short in this 
practical side of Christianity, the visit¬ 
ing of the sick and those in prison, the 
giving of the cup of cold water, the 
feeding the hungry, etc. ? Let us be 
Christian in practical present temporal 
things as well as in the heart experi¬ 
ence.

FATHER JUNIFERO SERRA . . . 

No man was ever more devoted 
to the cause of religion than tvas 
Father Junipero Serra, famed

Peach Trees Need 
Spraying Now 

Want a delicious supply of 
peaches from those trees in the 
backyard this summer? Then you 
are warned to take precautionary 
measures against curly leaf now. 

This is the advice of Agricul¬ 
tural Commissioner D. W. Tubbs 
who points out the disease is 
prevalent in the county this year, 
particularly among the South 
China varieties. Curly leaf ren¬ 
ders the trees more susceptible to 
other insect injury as well as 
causing an ugly appearance of 
the leaves. 

The antidote—if buds have not 
yet appeared, spray with Bordeaux 
mixture, 5-5-50, or liquid !ime sul¬ 
phur, one gallon to make ten gal¬ 
lons of spray solution. After 
blossoms have appeared and a few 
of the buds have opened, weaker 
solution must be employed, such 
as one-half gallon lime 3ulphur 
solution to ten gallons of water, 
Tubbs said.

The sight of dark stretches of

feature. 

The feature story may be some¬ 
thing about some frowsy and 
dirty-handed old derelict living on 
the edge of a dump who claims to 
be a fallen star at the Milan opera 
or an aide-de-camp of the czar or 
some goofy hermit who lives on 
goat’s milk and has notified the 
city desk that the world will come 
to an end at 9:15 p. m. next Tues¬ 
day. That type of thing. 

It isn’t the quality of the story, 
anyway. It is the drudgery of go¬ 
ing after it in a strange part of 
town out at the end of the line, 
where it always turns out that 
the street in question is about a 
mile over that way and that to 
reach it by subway, "L” or street 
car it will be necessary to go back 
down to 147th street, and change 
over and come up again. So the 
quickest thing to do is walk, and 
at the end of the walk some sus¬ 
picious person, probably a for¬ 
eigner, takes the reporter for a bill 
collector or subpoena server and 
refuses to open the door or listen 
to reason.

No humorous hap¬ 
pening with which to brighten the 
conversation at some shop talk 
later on. Nothing but a long ride, 
a long, cold walk across lots in 
the dark and perhaps a slightly 
skinned knee from tripping over 
a lot of cans in a dump and a re¬ 
port to the desk, who had forgot¬ 
ten all about it, anyway.

One of my first assignments in 
New York was to camp on the 
front stoop of somebody on Fifth 
Ave.

Brooklyn is a terrible maze. No¬ 
body seems to know how to get 
around Brooklyn, and the natives 
apparently just follow their respec¬ 
tive. grooves to and from work 
and know nothing about other 
neighborhoods in the borough. 
Once Rodney Dutcher and I went 
to Brooklyn at 9 in the morning 
after working until 4 a. m. to at¬ 
tend the funeral of a fellow work¬ 
er in our shop. We gave our¬ 
selves plenty of time, but we were 
shuttled around by policemen and 
natives with false directions to 
Protestant and Jewish cemeteries 
and monument works, until about 
1 o’clock we finally found the 
Catholic cemetery and our friend’s 
grave.

PICTURE CHASING 

Picture chasing used to be a de¬ 
pressing job, too. We used to can¬ 
vass all the photographers’ shops 
in persons and the friends of the 
accused or the victim in quest of 
any sort of little shot, and many 
a day’s work went for absolutely 
nothing. 

The most successful picture 
chaser I ever heard of was an ab¬ 
solute wizard. He always got his 
picture, but one day a lawyer for 
a nice young girl sent the manage¬ 
ment a mash note demanding 
$100,000 for libel for using her 
picture as that of a girl mixed up 
in some dirty scandal. Then it 
came out that the wizard had en¬ 
tree to the picture morgue of an 
obscure neighborhood photographer 
and would just lift a suitable pic¬ 
ture for each assignment.

I WASHINGTON. When Rebub- 
| licans, both liberal and die-hard, 
meet the new secretary of the Re- 
i publican national committee they 
are due for a big surprise. 

Harold Whitney Mason, the 
gentleman in question, is a staunch 
Republican of the most tried and 
j tested variety. He comes from 
I Vermont, which certainly cannot 
be accused of disloyalty in its 
GOP allegiance. He is a member of 
that citadel of rock-bound Repub¬ 
licanism, the Union League club 
of New York. He is a successful 
industrialist, a utility director, and 
a director in a life insurance firm. 

But, despite this background, he 
' holds definitely progressive views 
I (some GOP leaders would call 
; them revolutionary) and supports 
; some of the most advance aims of 
the New Deal. In fact, Mason had 
put some of these ideas into prac¬ 
tice in his own manufacturing 
plant before the New Deal came 
into existence. 

Mason’s political creed, in brief, 
is that the Republican party must 
realize that a new day has been 
born in the U.S.A., and that the 
party’s only hope of regaining 
power is to recognize this fact and 
formulate a progress which ap¬ 
peals to other groups than big 
business and finance. And when 
he says “other groups” he refers 
to the farmers and labor—particu¬ 
larly labor.

SUCCESS STORY 

The life story of the new secre¬ 
tary of the Republican national 
committee is that of the small 
town boy who marries the boss’s 
daughter and climbs up the ladder 
to success. The story begins in 
Worcester, Mass., where Mason 
was born 43 years ago. He went to 
college at Dartmouth, graduated 
about the time the United States 
entered the World war, enlisted in 
the air corps, and while a fledg¬ 
ling flier, met and married Evelyn 
Dunham of Brattleboro, Vt. 

After the war was over, our 
hero went back to Brattleboro and 
began work in the factory of his 
father-in-law, who operates Dun¬ 
ham Brothers company, manufac¬ 
turers of shoes and rubber good3. 
This was where he put into effect 
his New Deal reform. 

By the time the depression 
broke. Mason had risen to be vice- 
president of the firm and was able 
to put into operation his own pri¬ 
vate wage-hour act. 

First he installed a five-day, 40- 
hour week. Later, when orders 
were slack, he kept his employes 
busy tidying up the establishment 
and doing other made-work. 
Throughout the depression no one 
was laid off and there were no 
wage-cuts. During periods when 
the company lost money, wage- 
scales were maintained out of sur¬ 
plus. 

"We feel that part of a firm’s 
surplus rightfully belongs to the 
workers,” Mason explains. "Per¬ 
haps especially so in our case, be¬ 
cause we have a very small labor 
turnover and many of our people 
have been with us ten, twenty and 
twenty-five years. Every business 
man makes money out of his help. 
If he paid them all they were 
worth he couldn't stay in busi¬ 
ness.” 

Since 1933 Mason has made the 
short work-week permanent and 


increased wages several times. In 
addition his company has set up 
a profit-sharing system. 

* * * 

SOCIA LIZED MEDICI N E 

Mason has some other ideas, 
which Republicans of the old! 
school would consider revolution¬ 
ary. He believes in socialized med¬ 
icine and thinks it would be an ex¬ 
cellent idea if the Republican party 
would advocate such a program. 
His convictions were formed after 
first-hand experience with the 
Brattleboro Memorial hospital, an 
experience which causes him to re¬ 
fute as nonsense charges that the ; 
plan is “socialistic.” 

“That sort of talk is silly,” he ; 
says. “Group medicine is not so -1 
cialistic, and if it were it wouldn't 1 
matter. It is a sensible and fine 1 
method of providing medical at¬ 
tention for people who need it 
most. The country can use a great 
deal more of it.” 

Mason took charge of the hos-1 
pital and surgical insurance plan! 
in Brattleboro and underwrote it 
for eight years. Fees are estab¬ 
lished by the doctors themselves 
and patients are free to pick their 
own physicians. Out of an urban j 
population of about 9800, 2400 be¬ 
long to the fund. 

It is now on a paying basis and 
returning the money which Mason 
advanced in order to get it started. 

* * * 

PUBLIC UTILITIES 

Mason 'is a director of the Con¬ 
necticut River Power company but 
his views on public utilities are as 
advanced as those on industrial 
and social welfare. 

The utilities industry, he be¬ 
lieves, is gravely retarded by re¬ 
actionary elements and it will con¬ 
tinue to be in hot water until they 
are silenced. To do this, he pro -1 
poses setting up a "czar” who 
would rule the industry with a 
firm hand. 

This generalissimo, Mason be-1 
lieves, should be a man who would 
be acceptable to Roosevelt and at 
the same time carry sufficient 
weight with utility executives to 
compel obstreperous Old Guarders 
to pipe down. 

Mason also advocates a joint ef¬ 
fort by utilities and the building 
industry to develop cheap modern 
homes, thereby opening a vast 
field of rich business possibilities 
for both groups. 

* * * 

NEW DEAL UNCERTAINTY 

As a New Englander, Mason is 
perturbed by the New Deal’s lav¬ 
ish spending, but he does not ob¬ 
ject to government spending as 
such. 

He agrees that large expendi¬ 
tures were necessary to pull the 
country out of the depression, but 
feels that much New Deal spend¬ 
ing was unsound and ill-considered. 
Also he approves of many Roose¬ 
velt reforms as aimed in the right 
direction, but thinks they were ton 
hastily conceived and incompetent¬ 
ly administered. 

In Mason’s opinion, one of (he 
chief weaknesses of the Democrat¬ 
ic regime is that it is too full of 
surprises. He believes that it is 
possible to be progressive and yet 
be orderly and business-like, there¬ 
by avoid putting industry and the 
country in a constant state of un¬ 
certainty. 

Mason is not much of a politi¬ 
cian, nor has he many of the 
tricks of the average politician up 
his sleeve. He talks a little hesi¬ 
tantly, very quietly, and is any¬ 
thing but a platform spieler. 
Nevertheless he inspires confidence 
and gets his ideas across.

THE TEAG1 E PLAN 

To the Editor: I have before me 
the plans and specifications of the 
low-cost housing project, put up 
1 by C. C. Teague in Santa Paula, 
which has caused much favorable 
comment throughout the state 
and which was written up and il¬ 
lustrated in last June's "Citro- 
graph." These houses, in a block 
of 64 units, cost less than $50,- 
000. Each unit houses a family 
of from five to 10, according to 
its size. They could be rented 
for $10 or $12 a month and amor¬ 
tize the loan from the government 
within the CO years provided by 
the Wagn' r-Steagall ac t. 

The federal government has 
j made an appropriation of $26,000,- 
j 000 immediately available for 
j loans ami grants to public hous- 
| ing authorities, with $1:00,000,000 
I to be released soon. Suppose we 
I placed 10 attractive groups of 
j such houses in conspicuous loca¬ 
tions near packing houses and in 
the center of agricultural areas 
throughout the county. Six hun¬ 
dred forty families would he 
| housed and each town and village 
would be given the example and 
incentive to do likewise for the 
workers resident it its limits. No 
bond issue would have to he voted; 
no one would be taxed for the 
project. Federal funds are avail¬ 
able for the asking while they 
last. Why are we passing up this 
golden opportunity?
